control.

to look both ways before crossing the street, but not 
often. 
The game is rigged against him there, too.

Flies to Dublin; Remains 
Silent On Discussion of

Wendell L Willkie flew to Dublin 
today to confer with Prime M in­ 
ister Eamon De Valera on the sub­ 
ject of Irish ports 
and
